The Menlo Park Sanitary Dis- 
trict’s new sewage treatment plant 
got its first good workout when, at 
akout 2 a. m. Sunday, water seeping 
and flowing into the mains kept 
pumps operating at a 6,500,000 gal- 
lons-per-day rate, for an hour and 
a half. The plant’s lines are design- 
ed to handle a full capacity of 
7,000,000 gallons per day. 

In normal dry weather, the treat- 
ment plant’s pumps handle about 
1,750,000 gallons every 24 hours.

Adopt New Report Card Form for Use 


ls Tabled 
By District Board 


A proposal to “survey” the Menlo 
Park Elementary School District 
gvith an eye to “inventorying” its 
Tacilities, teaching practices and 
comparative well-being was tabled 
Monday night, with trustees split 
on whether it should be done. 

Trustees Ben Holland and George 
R. Angus said the expenditure of 
$2500 for such a survey, which would 
be made by staffers of the Univers- 
ity. of California school of educa- 
ticn, could not be justified under 
the district’s present budget. 

Trustee Phyllis O. Campbell said 
she thought such a survey would be 
gocd, but would like to see it cost 


School District Superintendent 
Mel Homfeld observed that al- 
though he didn’t feel the success 
or failure of the district’s instruc- 
tien program hinged on it, he felt 


, on “objective survey” by ‘“outsid- 


_on 


ers” would be valuable. 

The survey has been recommend- 
ed by the District Citizens’ School 
Study Committee, members of which 
pointed out that the survey was 
somewhat comparable to the “aud- 
it” undertaken by businesses. 

Trustees Angus and Holland said 
the simile was not exact; school ad- 
ministration being concerned, large- 
ly, with “intangibles.” 

STATE STAND 

The citizens’ committee, formed 
Jast spring. had the services of Dean 
Bartky of the Stanford school of ed- 
ucation, for consultation and advice, 
until Bartky took a sabbatical leave 
last summer. 

Sinee then, representatives of the 
citizens’ group pointed out Monday 
night, the laymen have had diffi- 
culty locating areas in which they 
could be of assistance to the dis- 
trict. 

Bartky’s services were secured 
through an exchange of gratuities 
and did not cost the district any 
money, according to the trustees. 

Trustees Angus and Holland 
took the view that, when they 
ogreed to the orivinal citizens’ 
committee, they did so with the 
idea that it would make its own 
survey. 

Angus added mest of the material 
which the citizens’ group is seeking 
‘is’ available from school district 
sources. 

Homfeld said this might be true 
in some cases, but an objective stu- 


-dy might prove him wrong in oth- 


ers; books, he said, might be writ- 
ten summarizing “classroom prac- 
“tices” in the district. 

The survey would be worked out 


with the cooperation of the school | 


district staff, anyhow, 


Homfeld added that it would be) 


difficult to get cooperation from the 
state or the county, in determining 
how the district “stacks up.” 

Cne member of the audience, who 
said he had recently participated in 
such a survey made by Columbia 
university, said that all the answers 
were probaby. summarized in books 
education already, and that 
from his point of view ‘the Mento 
Park agency was “keeping up” with 
progress in education. 

A second member of the audience, 
who described herself as a mother 
of children now attending Menlo 
Park schools, said they had attend- 
ed schools in Berkeley and Oakland 
and that she was well satisfied with 
their progress here.

The card adopted will be a four- 
page one, with grading in both “skill 
subjects’ and “personal growth.” 
Grading is to be on both an “indi- 
vidual” and, at some levels, “com- 
parative” basis. Grading symbols 
include letters of the alphabet from 
“I” to “O.”

The report card was adopted af- 
ter considerable discussion. The 
“somewhat competitive” “I” to “O” 
symbols are used for grading such 
subjects as reading, spelling, arith- 
metic, English, penmanship and so- 
cial studies; music, physical educa- 
tion, “work habifs,” “social habits” 
and health habits are to be graded 
on en individual basis. 


Mrs. Ruth Larson, chairman of 
the subcommittee of the citizens’ 
group which originally worked on 
the card’s format, said it was felt 
24 the time that it was a “com- 
promise,” and that, as far as could 
be seen, no report card could 
prove entirely satisfactory to all. 

However, it was pointed out by 
Leo Varty, chairman of the lay 
committee, it was unanimously vot- 
ed ky the group that the card should 
be tried out on a “trial” basis. 

One member of the audience took 
the view that the new card “intensi- 
fie’ competition among children. 

Mrs. Max Forsythe, also a mem- 
ber of the audience, observed that 
many people are in favor of such 
competition. 

STATES VIEW 

Trustee Phyllis O. Campbell said 
it was her view that “security as a 
child is the best preparation for 
competitive living as an adult” and 
pointed out that the report card 
does net eliminate competitive gra- 
ding entirely, nor does it lessen 
competition in the classroom. 

Mrs. Forsythe observed that her 
children had considered it a pos- 
sible encroachment on their rights 
when they learned of the contem- 
plated provision of distributing 
midyear report cards directly to par- 
ents. 

V. Babowal, speaking from the 
audience, said that the purpose of 
the report card should be, in his 
mind, to tell parents whether 
children are meeting ‘minimum 
standards.” 

“Sooner or later, you’ve got to 
square off and say definitely, for ex- 
ample, whether your son can quali- 
fy for college and how he measures 
up alongside of his classmates,” 
Babowal observed. “Somewhere, 
there must be ‘norms’ and ‘averages’ 
to which reference can ke made.” 

He edded that “old style’ report 
cards were a check on both teacher 
and child, since they checked the 
“teaching effectiveness” of the for- 
mer.

DOWN THE DRAIN 


The rains have come, and other cities on the Peninsula are 
having trouble aplenty. Redwood City, for example, with sodden 
citizens clamoring for action, is now undertaking a flood control 
and drainage project that may run to $2,000,000 in cost. 


Menlo Park, too, had its puddles last weekend, but for the most; 
part they were only puddles and were speedily drained away as 
soon as clogged intakes were discovered and cleared. 

For a year and a half now the subject of storm drains has been 
2 sore one in this city. It was in July, 1951, that the city council 
first began work on a proposal to install a citywide storm drainage | 
system. Totol cost of the enterprise was estimated at that time to 
be about $210,000. 

Because of tremendous protest on the part of the landowners 
who would have been assessed, the project very nearly stalled 
altogether. 

Two portions of the system, however, were put through: The 
Olive avenue-Oakdell Manor section was installed a year ago; a) 
second portion, in the Arbor road area, is now nearing completion. | 

Where these two systems are operating, many’a troublesome | 
puddle failed to appear in the recent storms, and many a home-! 


owner who used to complain loudly is now smiling at city hall. 
We hope all—or at least almost all—are now convinced the 
projects were a good idea. 


Lack of Coordination 

Some one, however, deserves a rap on the knuckles for a sit- 
uation that now exists in connection with the installation of this 
second storm drainage unit and the simultaneous installation of 
the new sanitary sewer down Middle avenue. 

We admit that both projects were under pressure. Both were 
being rushed in an attempt to complete them before the rains. 
The fact that the rains got here first is, perhaps, an act of God for 
which no one can be blamed, although we should know enough 
to expect such things at this season. 

But the ditch digging for both projects has resulted in sirze:I- 


\ “ nye . 
taneous disruption of traffic on both Middle avenue and Santa 


Cruz avenue, the city’s two main arteries between the highway 
and western residential areas. 

The fact that one project was being handled by the Sanitary 
District and one by the city admittedly made close coordination 
of digging schedules difficult, and schedules themselves, in the 
rush, were probably more a matter of “get it done as:soon.as possi- 
ble” than a planned and dated operation. 

But closer cooperation and joint planning could, we believe, 
have eliminated some of the traffic confusion caused by semi- 
blocking of both thoroughfares at once. 

Menlo Park’s city government has taken the lead in proposing 
joint action on taxes among all the separate tax-supported agencies 
that serve this area. 

The present situation serves, however, té point up the need for 
closer. cooperation in all actions so long as many of our services 
are operated independently of the city government. 

Now that both streets are torn up, let’s get on with the job as 
fast-as possible, but let's learn a lesson and hope for better co- 
ordination of public operations in the future. 
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Cities Eye 
County 
Area Tax

The two major items before the 
League of California Cities annual 
conference in October were, “what 
to do in the coming session of the 
Legislature about the urban unin- 
corporated fringe problem” and 


about the county supervisors’ 4 per | 


cent sales tax proposal. 

A unanimous decision was reach- 
ed on the first." No agreement 
could be obtained on. the second. 

Last legislative session our pro- 
posal to require urban unincorpor- 
ated areas to pay for municipal-type 
services received from the county 
passed the Assembly and was given 
a “do pass” recommendation by the 
Senate committee, but was side- 
tracked on the Senate floor for a 
two-year study by a voice vote. 

A legislative committee has been 
studying the problem for the pur- 
pose of making a report at this com- 
ing session. 

Last summer representatives of 
the various city committces work- 
ing on the problem in their re- 
spective counties met for two days 
and discussed its various phases. 
From this meeting evolved a gen- 
eral program which was proposed 
to the Mayors’ and Councilmen’s 
department by the mayors of San 
Luis Obispo, Glendale and Chico. 


After discussion this department | 


unanimously approved a resolution 
on the subject, which was later pre- 
sented to and adopted by the con- 
vention as a whole. 


Our principle is that what is ur-| 


ban should be incorporated and 
what is socially, economically and 
geographically one city should bea 
city politically. The resolution ad- 


opted by the conference was design- | 
purpose | 


ed to accomplish this 
through cooperation with the vari- 
ous county boards of supervisors 
and the State Legislature. 

The resolution in brief calls for 
urban areas to pay special taxes 
to defray the cost of such muni- 


| cipal-type services as they receive 


from the county, which are now 
paid from the county general fund 
Yaised Ly taxes in cities and in 
rural areas as well as in unincor- 
porated urban areas. 


It calls for simplification of the} 
laws of annexation to make it easier | 


to bring the question of annexation 
in an unincorporated urban area to 
a vote. 


It proposes that all undeveloped | 


land adjacent. to city borders be re- 


quired, to be brought inside the city | 
when subdivided, and asks for the, 


cities greater voice in zoning out- 
side their borders. 

Finally, it directs the Board of 
Directors to have such studies 
made as will lead to additional 
proposals designed to build better 
cities for the future and provide 
for a more orderly development of 
our State. 

Considered but rejected was thé 
suggestion that urban unincorpor- 
ated areas be compelled by legisla- 
tion either to incorporate or annex 
to a neighboring city. There is much 
fundamental justice in this propos- 
ition, which is in effect in some 


states, including Texas and Mis- 
souri. 
However, the majority of our 


membership is of the opinion that 
there are less drastic ways to per- 
suade residents of the unincorpor- 
ated urban areas to accept the duty 
and responsibilities of local self gov- 
ernment, which are the basic fund- 
amentals of democracy. 


This resolution will be discussed 


in more detail next week.
